REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there is no 
reasoning to pick and choose within Arnaud the specific combination of ingredients 
which requires a high viscosity phenylsiloxane, a low viscosity phenylsiloxane and the 
specific Markush group of non-volatile esters oils. While Arnaud mentions ingredients 
that fall within the claimed scope it does not articulate a reason to pick the specific 
subset of ingredients claimed. This is especially evident for the non-volatile ester oils 
such as diisostearyl malate and triisocetyl citrate which are just two oils listed in a very 
lengthy list of other oils which may be used in the formulation. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
